REMARKS 

This is meant to be a complete response to the Office Action mailed May 
18, 2004. In the Office Action, the Examiner objected to the disclosure because 
paragraph [00 1A] needed to be updated to reflect the current status of prior 
applications listed therein. In response to the rejection, Paragraph [00 1A] has 
been amended herein. Applicant respectfully submits that the correction to the 
Specification is proper and does not constitute new matter. Entry thereof is 
respectfully requested. 

Also in the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Applicant's claims 1-21 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as 
being unpatentable over claims 13-25 and 27-32 of US 6,006,500; claims 16, 
18 and 28 of US 5,706,628; claims 15, 17 and 27 of US 5,605,029; claims 2 
and 8 of US 5,586,425; and claims 1 and 9 of US 6,460,315. 

In response to the rejection, a Terminal Disclaimer is being filed herewith 
which complies with each and every provision of 37 C.F.R. §1.321 and 37 C.F.R. 
§1. 130(b) and which disclaims the terminal portion of any patent granted on 
this application which would extend beyond the expiration dates of US 
6,006,500; US 5,706,628; US 5,605,029; US 5,586,425; and US 6,460,315. 
Applicant respectfully submits the double-patenting rejection of pending claims 
1-21 has been obviated by the filing of the Terminal Disclaimer and requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of such rejection of the claims.
